digest heavy meals, don't e*t them.

they set on In years, would be far better than they nre if they took, 
meat onee a day only, substituting an e?g for breakfast and some vege- 
table dish for either lunch or supper. 
If at any time you find yourself getting "nervy." try. If possible, what 
a few days 'change of air and surroundings will do. It often works won- 
ders.
